nof be caught until June first; this
law wag to extend five yvears.
¢ One 'year when the vesscls went
§south, they found great rafts of smali
i fish, securing large quantities, more
than could be disposed of. Many trips
were carried to sea and thrown over-
bodrd., As thess fish came north, they
 were taken in large quantities; the
best were kept and the rest thrown
away. Many thousand barrels were
thus wasted. Besides the large quan.
tities of fish that were threpwn into the
sea, much of the fish landed were in
bad condition, and were hard to dis-
pose of. Much of it, after laying sev-
aral years. was shipped to the West
Indies and sold at remarkable prices
The custom of selling fish to the pack-
ers in fisherman’s order, or out of
pickle, was another hard feature of
the business. Now in the old method
of eatching mackerel with hook and line, !
they would catch only what /could hbe
taken care of properly, none were
wasted, each man endeavoring to have
hig fish in as good order as possible.

““Monday” was a pretty busy day at
the fish wharves, Central and Com-
mercial docks being crowded with
fishing vessels of all sizes and de-
scription, The receipts of market fish
were the heaviest for a long time,
over 100,000 pounds of mixed fish,
mostly hake, being landed.

The aver-
age income of a fisherman is $45 per
annum in Chosen, or, to be more accu-
rate, each Japanese fisherman earns
$100 per annum, while Koreans earn
only $25 per annum.
